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Sex offender sentenced to prison

A foreign-exchange worker who 
faces deportation was ordered to 
spend three years in prison Tuesday 
on charges that he sexually assault- 
ed a 14-year-old boy at a New Hart- 
ford camp. 

Mark G. Drummond, 23. of Leeds, 
England, was charged with second- 
degree sexual assault and risk of 
injury to a minor after administra- 
tors at Camp Workcoeman on West 
Hill Pond in New Hartford com- 
plained to .itate police. 

At Superior Court in Litchfield 
Tuesday. Drummond was sentenced 
:o 4 :ocal of eight years. :o be sus- 
pended after three years. 

Drummond was sentenced lo 
three years on the charge of second- 
degree sexual assault and five years 
on the charge of risk of injury to a 
minor. He will face three years of 
probation after serving his pnson 
term. 

Cari 3. Eisenman. public defend- 
er, asked Judge Waiter M. Pickett 
Jr. to consider a lesser sentence ■ nan 



the one recommended by John Oro- 
pick, state prosecutor. Dropick rec- 
ommended that Drummond be sen- 
tenced to 10 years with suspension 
after five. 

"My client is extremely remorse- 
ful for the act/* Eisenman said. He 
added that Drummond knows he will 
never be abie to pursue a career in 
education, his career choice. 

"The career for which he aspired 
is no longer open to him." Eisenman 
toid the court. Drummond graduated 
from Trent Polytechnic Institute in 
Nottingham. England, with a degree 
in chemistry. 

Eisenman toid the court chat - 
Drum mend's offense is cause for de- 
portation. 

Drummond most likely wUL be de- 
ported by the U.S. [mmigration and 
Naturalization Service at the end of 
his sentence and he will be unable to 
return to the country for at least five 
years. Eisenman said. 

Eisenman added that he received 
five letters from England recom- 
mending Drurnmond's reputation, 
one of which was from Drurnmond's 
mother. Eisenman also received a 



favorable letter on his behalf from a ] 
nurse at the camp. 

"■3ased on ail the factors we have * 
mentioned, I suggest giving him a 
shorter sentence," Eisenman said. 

Drummond. who was dressed in a 
white shirt with blue pm stripes and 
darx biue cotton pants, cold Pickett, 
"I am very sorry for what's hap- 
pened. I made a very serious mis- 
take."
